BARLEY IN ONTARIO. 


The barley crop in Ontario has in-! 
creased in inarket | value from 
$4,812,194 to $12,600,659 during the 
past ten years, according to the lat- 
est reports of the Ontario Bureau 
of Industries. In the|same period, 
the area devoted to batley increased 
from 438,764 to 766,591) acres. The 
average annual yield of barley per 
acre for the last ten years was 22.5 
per cent. greater than that of the 
ten years previous. These large 
increases in areas and jin yields per 
acre are undoubtedly due, to a con- 
siderable extent, to the|introduccion 
of the Mandscheuri variety by the 
Ontario Agricultural College, and 
to the distribution of the same 
through the medium of the Experi- 
mental Union.

MANDSCHEURI BARLEY. 


One hundred and foufteen named 
varicties of barley have|beew grown 
in the Expefimental wepartment at 
the College for at least five years 
in suecession, and somp of them 
have been grown in cach of twenty 
years. In the spring of 1859, one 
pound of the Mandschduri barley, 
which was obtained from Russia, 
was sown on a small plot in the lx- 
perimental Department to be: tested 
with siaty other varietids. Jt pro- 
duced comparatively stiff straw and 
gave a large yield of barley which 
was of good feeding quality, being 
fairly thin ia the hull and plump 
in the grain. it has continued to 
give good ‘results, the average for 
twenty vears being 69.8 |bushels of 
grain per acre, in the experimental 
plots.
